No Motive Established. 


In an unsuccessful effort to es- 


tablish a motive for the shooting 
officers yesterday partially recon- 
structed a number of letters found 
in a partiully destroyed condition in 
in the room Mn. Carleton has oc- 
cupied in a local hotel. They declar- 
ed they could find no mention of the 
dead1 clergyman 
in these letters, 


which came from Mrs. Carleton's 
mother, daughter and husband, for- 
mer Judeje Frank Carleton, frori 
whom bhe wa« separated. One let- 
ter from the husband, officers said, 
mentioned he w«g sending her a mim 
of money.

Came to Home. 


Mrs. 
Christler, describing 
the 


shooting said that Mrs. Carleton 
came, jto tne Christler home late 
Thursdaj night and remained until 
early Friday morning talking to the 
Rev. 
nnd Mrs. Christler. 
When she 


started to leave vhe clergyman ac- 
companjfd her toward the entrance, 
the widow said, and had just shut » 
door between a small hall and the 
room where Mrs. Christler was left, 
when two shots ran out. Mrs. Chris- 
tier opened the door and found the 
bodies, that of Mrs. Carleton being 
on top of the minister's body. 


• All of the principle in the tragedy 
were prominent, both in Montana and 
elsewhere. 
The Rev. Christler who 


was 46 years old, had held charges in 
N -v York and New Jersey. He came 
to Montana in 1910 as missionary of 
the Milk River Valley ahd had devel-1 
oped his field into one of the largest 
mission territories in the United 
Stntes. 


Mrs. Christler is the daughter of 


the late David Wadsworth, Auburn, 
N'. Y. Manufacture. The Kev and Mrs. 
Chnstler were married in 1914. •- 


The funeral of the doud n.inistjr 


will be held this afternoon at 6:30 
o'clock with services at St. Mark's 
church of the Incarnation which was 
built by Rev. Mr. Christler. The body 
will be forwarded to Auburn, N. Y., 
for burial.

Lloyd George is down but not out, seems to be the verdict of neutral observers on the resignation 


of Britain's Premier, whose Coalition Government has been/ in power through the long stormy years 
since the war got under way. The London Outlook blames his decline on his handling of the Near 
East problem, saying: "There comes an hour in the career of many successful men when some fatal 
flaw of character, hidden in the years of struggle, and perhaps hardly suspected in the day of prosperity, 
exposes ntself suddenly before the world at a moment of sudden crisis. The damage may be patched 
up, the idol survive some time longer in the temple of "fame, and the multitude still flock to see it. 
But the crack is there for all who choose to look." 
Jn defending the action of his Government at the Straits where he claimed to be a peace-maker 


and not a war-vnonger, Lloyd George states "I am told we were right in our object of keeping the Turk 
out of Europe, preventing a massacre at Constantinople and insuring the freedorh of the Straits — all 
that was right, but we ought not to have used force. We ought to have argued with them, ought to per- 
suaded them. He is a gentleman who is very amenable to persuasion. . . . General Harrington in his 
message attributed "the fact that he had succeeded largely to the reinforcements we had sent him, 
and if you have any doubt about it, just you hark back to the speech he delivered to the Turks. Gen- 
eral Harrington was doubtful whether they were going to sigh, and this was his last appeal. He told 
the Turks .that conciliation had'been carried to the utmost limit, and warned Ismet Pasha that Great 
Britain had on the spot a very large powerful fleet, large numbers of airplanes and guns, and by no 
means a negligible force of infantry—in fact, that Gijeat Britain would be a very awkward enemy, but a 
very valuable friend."

Lewis F. Crawford, Secretary of

"I have shown you that the Bank 


of North Dakota swept all

000 under the former Industrial. Com' 
mission, and that Manager Cathro 
reported to the Industrial Commis- 
sion that.the bank was losing daily, 
yet, tho commission on the contrary 
maintained that the bank was mak- 
ing a profit," he- declared in his 
address.

I wish to consider briefly 


the financial conditions of the UraKt;
